out the storm, bat the waves soon wers |
running so high that the boat dragged’
its anchor ani gradually was bhelng,
driven onto the beach. When Wlithin/
200 feet of the ghore the cutter over-|
turned ana its occupants were thrown |
into the water.

Captain W. F. Fullam, commandant
of the paval training station, saw the
danger of the apprentices from head-
quarters and sent a motor boat to the
reseue, but this craft also was cap-
slzed before it had gone far, and the
men In charge of It were chilged to
swim back to shore.

Later a force of rescuers was sent
along the shore to wheres the culter
had been wrecked. Many of the boys
swam to land and others fioated
ashore on oars and pleces of wreckage.
A number were rescued from the surf
by officers of the tralning station and
cared for at houfes near the scene of
the wreck. Tt was reported that sev-
eral of the bors wers unabls to swim
and hecame seasick soon after the
squall struck the cutter. The boat In
which the apprentices went for the
practice sall had a capacity of sixty,
and was not evercrowded, according to |
officers of the naval tralning station. |

Increased Pay for 13,000 Pro-
vided in Orders to Be
Issued To-Day.

Washington, September 15.—Prome-
tion of 13,600 railway postal clerks on
uctober 1 will be provided in orders
15 be issued to-morrow by Postmaster-
G;eneral Hitchecock. In the railway
mail service there are 16,700 clerks,
and a majority of those not promoted
wn October 1 will recelve more pay
before the end of the current fiscal
year. More than a million dollars will
be expended in making the prome-
tions. A

servies and Increased pay for postal
clerks were authorized in the recently
enacted post-office appropriation bill
“ihe peoject was urged by Fostmaster-
veneral Hitcheock in the bellef that it
would result in far greater efficiency
in the service and in th¢ making of
promotions along fairer lines

Although more than §1.00),000 a year
will be involved in the increases, It
will cost the government no more.
Fostmaster-General Hitchcock has per.
fected a plan to save that amount by
a rearrangement of rallway maill car
space and the amount the government
pays annually to the raliroads,

So far as !s known
Boyce had ne intimation that Sneed
had bLeen In Amarllio since he himself
returned. The grand jury is expected
to- convene at 8 o'clock te-morrow for
an investigation of the case. The body
of Boyce will probably be buried Lere
to-morrow.

Federsl troops after brisk Aghting at
daybreak, according to advices re-
ceived at Fort Bliss by General E. Z.
Steever, commanding the Department
of Texas.

General Steever also received a re-
port from army officers at Fresidio,
Texas, opposite Ojinaga. Mexieo, that
Colonel Fascual Orozce, Sr., father of
the rebel leader, was captured yester-
day and is heid by Unilted Btates
troops at Fresidio, together with Col-
opel P. G. Orozco.

Whether General Pascual Orozco, Jr.,
the rebel commander-in-chief was

ghting at Ollnaga. or escaped over
he International line inte the United
States is not kuown Federnl forces
numbering 359, under command of
Colonel Manuel Landa, entered Ojlnaga
proper, retreating the rebels before
them.

Win Costly Vietory.

Mexico City, September 15.—Mexican
Federal troops won a costly vietory
vesterday im the vicinity of Oaxaca,
when they succeeded in routing an at-
tacking force of 4,000 Indians, led by
Zapatistas, after three days' fghting.
After falling back from the State capi-
tal before the heavy Federal artillery
fire, the rebels captured San Felipe
and Etla, but were subsequently arivwn
from the towns, not, however, befare
they had sacked both places,

In Etla the rebels dynamitel the
railway station and municipa! palace.
Several merchants who attempted to|
protect their property were hanged and .
& number of stores burned and sacked. |

Fighting between the Federals and
the Indians continued all day yutﬂu;
day on the ranches and little towns
surrounding Oaxaca. At San Felipe the
government forces lost fortyv-one killed
and the rebels 150 killed, several hun-
dred wounded and a number of pris-
oners,

He referred to the assault on a dep-
uty sheriff for which Flord Allen was
tried by Judge Massle when the judge
was =hot.

*The deputy for spite put handcuffs
on Wesley Edwards and his cousin,”
sald Allen. “It was the first time
handcuffs were ever on an Allen and it
made us all wild. That was what
caused all the trouble.”

Miss Iroler has not lost faith in Ed-
wards. *“I am golng to marry him 1f
they will allow me, "she asserted, as
she sat beside him on a seat !n the
Iilinois Central Station, fondling the
hand that was not manacled.
